Next in order came Louisiana Normal 
with the expectation of giving Tech a nice 
trimming; but evidently the Ruston delega¬ 
tion did not agree with them, for Normal 
was walked all over for a score of 66 to 7. 
However, it must be said that the Normal 
team never stopped fighting, but was forced 
to submit to the stronger team. 

Loyola University next, sent a team against 
the Bulldogs with the hope of State champ¬ 
ionship spurring them on. Their team was 
made up almost entirely of stars from a 
great many colleges and was a great team. 
But that was the day that Tech played ball 
as never before, nor after. The team work¬ 
ed like a well oiled machine and showed its 
coaching as it should; in this shape 
Tech could not be beaten, so the Wolves were 
sent home with Tech upsetting all football 
dope and beating them 28 to 7. 

November 29 found the Bulldogs with 2000 
staunch rooters, invading the territory of 
their arch enemy of the gridiron, Centenary 
College, of Shreveport. 11 Bo ’ ’ McMillan 
had his “gentlemen” in the pink of condi¬ 
tion; and although the game was long and 
the weather cold, it was one of the warmest 
ever witnessed in North Louisiana, Both 
teams tried every possible way to crush each 
other and in the end came the inevitable; 
Tech was beaten by the better team. The 
final score was 27 to 0. Thus closed the 
season, which, as a whole, is considered by 
many the most successful ever for Tech. 


Every great football team has had its 
eventful year in which it reached out and 
played games with colleges and universities 
of note, and made a name for itself in the 
football world. Thus the' season of 1924 
was Tech’s great year. Coach Dietz, with 
the aid of assistant coach Smith, and Hollis, 
captain and halfback, rounded out a team 
which Tech was proud to send against the 
eight excellent schools which Major Prince 
scheduled for games. Material was not lack¬ 
ing this year, as in former years, and with 
the sixteen veterans of the past season and 
quite a bit of excellent high school material 
present, Tech had the brightest prospects 
she had ever had for a winning team. 

Little Rock College was the first team to 
test Tech’s strength. She came to Ruston on 
October 6 with a star team gathered from 
far and wide, but Tech was not to be out¬ 
done, and won by a score of 26 to 0. 

At Arkadelphia, Arkansas, October 12, the 
Bulldogs came near meeting disaster when 
they played Henderson-Brown of that place 
and won by the close score of 7 to 3. 

Tech was next seen in action October 20, 
against Tulane University at New Orleans. 
This was a game of utmost importance to 
Tech, and her team played as it never played 
before, but w T as forced to take the short end 
of a 13 to 7 score. However, in the memory 
of the South, she put herself down as hav¬ 
ing a real football team. Tech outplayed 
the Green Wave at all stages of the game, 
making more first downs, showing a better 
defense, stopping the Minnesota shift every 
time it was attempted, even checking the 
famous ‘ ‘ Brother ’ ’ Brown. Tech also ex¬ 
celled in the forward pass game, and the 
defeat was due only to the spectacular 75- 
yard run of Hennican in the early part of 
the game. 
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The 28th saw our boys at Bastrop play¬ 
ing with the team of that place, and it was 
only after a hard fight that they won from 
us with a score of 6-3. Then Centenary called 
at Tech’s door for some sweet revenge, which 
she thought was due her. But as our boys 
thought differently, Centenary had the candy 
taken from her mouth by the noise of 5-3 
and 3-2 scores. These games happened April 
30 and May 1. May 5, Monroe had the 
pleasure of turning back our boys with a 
score of 7-1. 

Mississippi Normal paid her respects to 
dear “ole” Tech on May 11 and 12, and to 
show our appreciation, she was defeated by 
score of 10-6 and 5-2. 

Millsaps College was the last college team 
to take a whack at Tech in the season of 
1923, but it paid for its honor by losing 
to Tech by scores of 9-3 and 16-2. 

This closes the history of our 1923 season, 
and as anyone may see at a glance, it has 
been a booming success. We were losers 
only four times—and then to professional 
clubs. We had a great club, made up of 
college players, several of whom have good 
chances of succeeding in the professional 
game. 

‘ ‘ Coach Billy , 9 ’ we are proud of you and 
your team. Teams (both first and second), 
we are proud of you and your coach. Tech 
was back of you in ’23, she will be in the 
same place in ’24. So give us another team 
of the same stamp, and Tech’s baseball his¬ 
tory will be made. 


For the benefit of those who did not have 
an opportunity to keep up with Tech on the 
baseball diamond, and for those who would 
like a review of our most successful season, 
we are giving a brief history of Tech’s 1923 
baseball. 

The season was started here on March 30, 
31, when Louisiana Normal, the visitors, 
were sent home, having suffered one 15-0 
and another 11-2 defeat. 

Arkansas Normal came next for a series 
of three games on the L. P. I. grounds. The 
first and second games were lost to us by 
margins of 12-1 and 8-3. The last, which 
was to have been played on April 5, was 
called on account of death of Mr. Thatcher. 

On April 9 and 10, Millsaps College had a 
husky team w T hich came to Ruston and let 
the Tech club walk off with their team to 
the tunes of 9-6 and 9-4. The same Tech 
squad invaded Mississippi Normal on April 
11 and 12 and carried off their scalps by 
marks of 8-3 and 17-1. On April 7, which 
was to be our big day, a large crowd of 
Tech supporters from Ruston and nearby 
towns gathered to see the L. P. I. boys 
lock horns with the Gassers. The game, ow¬ 
ing partly to the stage fright of our boys, 
w r as lost with a score of 15 to 1. Haynes- 
ville came next, on April 21, when our boys 
visited that town and lost 7 to 6. 

Louisiana College came to Ruston April 
23-24 for her licking. She got two, one day 
8-1 and again 3-2. On April 26-27 our army 
went on the road again. This time Centenary 
College w r as the one to suffer from defeats 
of 5-3 and 8-3. 
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1924 SEASON FORECAST. 

Upon entering the 1924 baseball season, Tech has the makings 
of another great team of the diamond. Several of last year's 
stars are back this season, and a likable bunch of recruits are 
on hand to fill the places left vacant. 

The schedule for this year is such that the boys will have an 
opportunity to show their ability quite often. It can not be 
even the fondest expectation that Tech will repeat last year's 
performance by turning out an undefeated team. However, 
the fans may well expect Tech to hold up her past baseball rec¬ 
ord, and have a team that is capable of holding the best of teams 
to a good game, let them be either college or professional.
